But because private enterprise 1s In con 
trol the building field, the people who are 
getting new today are the ones who 
need them least.

But while the newspaper wants the sys- 
tem abolished, it advocates with almost 
equal vigor a still more drastic step in re- 
gimentation. Inconsistent as it may 
it suggests fingerprinting every citizen and 
keeping the prints permanently on record. 
But “it is perhaps unfortunate”, it is admit- 
ted, “that the idea should have come 
from the police”’ at the chief constables 
convention at Saint John “because many 
people have a prejudiced idea about police- 
men and fingerprints.” 

If such be so, any such prejudice should 
be discouraged rather than promoted. But 
fortunately there has been no conspicuous 
sign of prejudice, on the part of peaceable 
people, against vrotectors of law, order and 
property. 


But The Herald touches an important 
point when it observes that people are pre- 
judiced about fingerprints. Certain news- 
papers notwithstanding, we have not heard 
any clamor against fhe registration card, 


but what a cry would go up if we all had to 
b fingerprinted! The prejudice against 
fingerprints stems from the fact that it is 


associated in the public mind with crime 
and criminals. It has no better foundation 
than that, and if it can be overcome the 


fingerprint system would be a valiuable sup- 
plement to — not a substitute “o. — the 
identification card. 


For the value of the fingerprint would 
be greatly lessened unless the fingerprint 
were carried by the “printee’. “It would
